It WM the center from the patriotic 
pnlse of s liberty levin g people, enjoy- 
ing tht) luuijifuld I)le88)ng8 of a land of 
tbc free and a home of the brave beat 
throiig)x the nation. There were many 
ia tb| Vhite ;pity w^iflf miada went 
back « futt glorious ^orth oi July of 
the centennial yetir in the Quaker oity, 
when oommencinK with the tolling of 
the midnight hour, tho i)atriotic pulHea 
of a populace ran riot; when for more 
than ball a day, man and women, old 
and young, native and alien, marched 
almost without a break up CheBtnnt 
■ street and sainted witli Imrnl luaila 
and ringing iAioiUh the old liinumarli of 
liberty in Indepeudonce sipiare: when 
iBherman and Sheridan, and Doni 
Pedro, all now numbered with those 
that hsT* gone, stood arm in arm be- 
fore tba old liberty bell and bowed 
ihair heads ia reverenoe and honor.

Chicago's 2,(100.0(10 of permanent 
population kept holiday and r)(X),0(X) 
btranjrers from ontsiile jiointH. f;ir and 
near, lielped it to cfleljratw. All over the 
city, in tht.' .•^vihurhan residt-nct* district* 
as well as in the coimncrcial center the 
usi»l 8tiUnef<!» of th'' night was broken 
by the cracking ami b<xjining of fire 
works and the shouts of merrymakers 
who were tnaking a night of it so that 
the wi rhl's fair pMurtli might be ap- 
propriati'ly ushered in with true Amer- 
ican spint. iiay hroke to t^ie ac- 
comiianiineut of a salute of 100 guns 
from the giinh< uts in the lake uml the 
reverbcrdtioriH '<( tlie caniio:i awoke the 
sleepers and gave tliem notice that it 
was time to he uii and moving. 

The nroctssio.i southward to Jack.son 
park hegari as early as 0 o'clock, when 
tile Illinois C ent ral st.irted the first of 
its two-mtiivite trains, e.'ich car tilled to 
tHe doors, and from that hour on tli>' 
hteani. c.-ib! ' and elcviited ruads, as wt 11 
B8 the big sti amboats [living the lake, 
fouiul their fiu ililiea ta.Ked as ni'ver 
fore. "Old (rioT}'" was to he ?e"n every- 
wliere, hundreds of thoutauds of them, 
some of' (he a venues leading to .Tacksnn 
park Ijeiiig literally lined with tri-col- 
ored huntrig. and the stars and stripes, 
as (hougJi in h*nor of the coming ot 
iFome caniiui-riTig hero. Nearly eviTv- 
boily out of doors, too. wore i-itiier a 
button of the stars and stripes or a 
miniature flag, or a tiny bit of tri-col- 
ored riblion. 

When the numerous gates of the big 
enclosure were opened at 7 o'clock the 
ticket men al each fouiulacrowd await- 
ing them, and thenceforward there w.hs 
o ceaseless click-cliuk as the turnstiles 
revolved and the mass of humanity 
pressed inwai'd. The grounds them- 
selves had taken oo eonne of the glory 
of Solomon. * 

Thousands of pcojde who originally 
intende<l to euter the fair grounds by 
tlae Stony Island avenue gates were so 
entranced by the imparalellpd sight 
which met their eyes on reachiug the 
Plaisance entrance by the cable trains 
that they at once joined in the patriotic 

Eieaanre seeking jirocesssion which for 
oure filled the broad Plaisance from 
side to side. Across the Plai.saiioe 
from Cottage Grove avenue to the 
Stoney Island avenue viaduct which 
forms the east entrance inside the 
gxonnde were strung at intervals of a 
Kw yards the prettiest arrangement of 
bannerets and Clilneee lanterns that 
the eye of man ever beheld. On each 
side of the FlaiiMnoe throughout ita 
whole length were aliO dancing flutter- 
ing lines of the same heterogeneous 
Bofprsq iaa#coaiie<mit with the «ose

gorgeous in decoration and constant 
variation of scene but the display made 
by the people of all nations in honor of 
tfaots Dam's birthday anniversary 
obukged the whole aspect of the cos- 
Bopolitan thoroughfare. The moTing 
Bass of hWBsnity seemed to be passing 
vnderonf hqge continnoiu oanopy of 
•Tsr-cbangia^ bright colors.

and pavilion, foreign and state Dufld- 
ing and every place wher% a flag or ban- 
ner could be nxed to harmot&e with 
the artistic nnrroundings. 

The landscape was aglow with the 
glorious flag ot freedom and every hu- 
man being, no matter if his birthplace 
was in the Orient, the Arctic region, or 
the torrid tone, seemed to enter the 
spirit of the American day, with a 
hearty desire to make it mefl|lOfMl>U in 
the hlntory of the repulic. 

The exercises of the day had a pre- 
lude in a procestioo of the leading par- 
ticipants. It left the city hall at 0 
o'chnk with a couip«iny of the Second 
regiment hetyled by its band, to blaze 
its way over the boolvevarde. Heading 
the line was a carriage occupied by 
Mrs. Perry Stafford of Martha's Vine*- 
yard and two lady friends, who held 
and at intervals waved a priceless relio 
ia the form of the original fxuff undst 
which Paul Jones sailed with the au- 
thority of congress. 

Behind came carriages containing 
Mayor Harrison and the city officials, 
the niemberp of the honrd of fJdermen 
and tho members of the liberty bell 
cnminittee. he.tded by W. O. McIX>well 
of New Jersey. The" prooeSSlOB BtOTed 
slowly for the boulevard. 

From curb to curb tlie street was 
packed with vidiicles of all descriptions 
carrying their owners and guests to- 
ward the park. ;ind it was nearly 1 1 
o'clock when it re.'K Led the Fifty-sev- 
enth street enfram e. Horj a remarka- 
ble reception aw;iite.1 it. Inside Uie 
gate, lining the roadway sii doep ia 
military order, '-'iLOdii e::positit)n ex- 
hibitors of all nations were drawn up. 
Every man carried an An;, ricun flag, 
and each divisiwi according to its 
building or department was lu aded by 
the departiuont chief and a band. The 
procession jmspv'l through the ranlr.H. 
the e.xhibiiors uncovered and waved 
Hieir Hags, while the bands brukM forth 
in unison with the 'Star Spiinglsd Ban- 
ner." 

■When the mayor's cinflage had 
reai h. d the head of tlie column, tlie 
word of commttt:d was given, the ex- 
hibitorii faced ranks suuthwiud, and the 
combined proci s.'iion iiK>ved through 
the (.rounds, bringing up in the im- 
mer.se plaza betwe, n the nduiiniFtration 
building and the teriuii';;! station. A 
p<.rtioii of thf si>;ici' h:id l,f-eu filled in 
with eliairs :ii:d lieuciies and extempo- 
rized se its. wiii'.e in the rear enough 
staiHlui'^riioin liail ')een left I'or 100. OOO 
peiiple \v lio were willing to ■join in sing- 
ing the patriotic music, even if ihey 
couldn't got within a (juarter of a mil.' 
of earshot of the s^)eeche8. In front of 
the terminal building, facing west, a 
spai ions grand stand had b. en erected, 
and long before tlie arrival of ifie parade 
an ocean of fac-.s wt re turned toward 
it. each wearing a look of go<jd-natured 
expectancy. 

During the wait, the concourse was 
entertuii.ed witli national airs that 
stirrt d its blood and kept in enthusi- 
a.stic mood. Three bands v.-ere grouped 
on the floor— thii Second R-giment. 
Pullman and tho t'hicag' . Imnd. Silas 
Q. Pratt was conduct^jr of all. He 
stfxid on tho stairway a few feet above 
the heads of the musicians with u piu- 
gram of tiie music In one hand and a 
book in the uther. using lK)th as batons 
to bring out the volume of patriotic 
melody t^> its fullest extent and in the 
most harmonious anison. Tie y jilayed 
the "Doxology," "Red. 'White and 
Hiiie ' ritarj) Spangled Banner" and 
"America" while the multitude ap- 
pl.iuded after each selection. * 

The concourse h.id nt-vd of patience 
for it was not until ll:'iO that director 
(General l;:'vis arm iu arm with Vice 
President i-'teveU'-Mii aitj^'ared at tiie 
head of tho stens leading to the I'lat- 
form. and a might v shout went np from 
200.000 throats. 'Behind the director 
general aa.l the ^ ice jirej^ident came 
the mayor and cori.oration, the national 
coiiuuissiouers and hoard of directors, 
the huly mainigt rs and several hundred 
speciMl guests ot the oica-sion. Below 
the platform were the i:i< niliers of the 
Columbian chorus, nien and wouieu, 
1.000 hundreil of them each with a big 
flag that later ori was to be waved in 
triumph to signali/.e tho touch of the 
electric button that w.is to dedicate the 
new liberty hell a thousand miles east- 
wttd across the oqptineut.

THE PEOPLK. 

"While ttie guests were being seated 
on the platform, renewed enthusiasm 
was created by the apoearance of the 
venerable but sprightly woman from 
Martha's Vineyard. Mass. — Mrs. Staf- 
ford—who carried in a cardboard box 
her precious possession, the first Ameri- 
can hag. She kout it close to her as she 
smiled and boweii her ac^knowledgments 
to the cheering multitude. She was 
given a seat unaerneatb the small flag- 
pole ere<"ted for the puri^'se of receiv- 
ing the flag, wUich was fastened to the 
line roadv for the hoisting by Mrs. Staf- 
ford's innrm hand at the stroke of 12 
o'clock. 

When the last of the guests had been 
seated, Director Oeneral Davis brought 



down on the (aUe and called 
ititnda to ordsr. Rev. Dr. Jglv 



Henry unrroww baa been annonu'ced to 
deliver the opening prayer, but he was 
absent and in his place Rev. Dr. Can- 
Beld of the Tnlversalist church was in- 
troduced. "While these scense have 
changed from a wilderness to civilisa- 
tion," he said, "the Qod of our fathers 
has always been with the people of the 
repuhlia*' He prayed for divine bless- 
ing upon the president of tbe United 
Statea and all others assisting him in 
authority. All joined in toe final 
prayer. "Onr Father, which art in 
heaven," in low but distinct Ummm, 
which could be heard by the mvltiiaiils 
like the murmur of the sea. 

Vice President Stevenson was now in- 
troduced. As he stepped to tbe front 
of the platform he wa« greeted with a 
rousing cheer. He spoke iu stentorian 
tones with oonsideraole emphasis and 

gesticulation and succeeded in getting 
is sentiments to the bearing of the 
great majority by those before ami 
about him. 

Tlie addrT-ss was brief and to ths 
point, ami was freijuently interrupted 
■with applau.-'e. and ii increased tenfold 
Hs tl;e vice president retired. 

Tlien S. (t. Pratt of Now York 
can.e to the edge of the platform aad ac 
a wave of tho baton the chorus rose 
iiv.n commenced the openfhg stansas of 
'•('oliiinbia. the (Jem of the Ocean." 

By the time the chorus was reached 
♦ he " audience was wild with enthusiam 
an.bt j<ijii.'<l in tin refrain with vim and 
vigor, tens of thousands of arms waving 
the stars and stripes overhead. It was 
a siirring spectacde but it was to be 
inteiif ilied later on. When the singing 
hail censed it was the turn of Mayor 
< ' 1. 1 r Harriscm to spsak for the world's 

f.iir ci'.y.

TWO EMBLEVS MEET. 

The Kir-it iu<>i'if'Uii I'lag i'luoud on the 
Old Liberty Hell. 
Chicago, July 5.— America's first fiag 
and the silent old bell of liberty meit iv 
Pennsylvania's building under memor 
ably dramatic circumstances yesterda)' 
ufter:;oo;i. The meeting W.IS as di* 
tinct a feature of the day's celebration 
as it v.iis siMi'.taiu'ous, the promptings 
of patriotic liearts. The Paul Jones 
flag presented by the United States 
con gross to Lievtenant8talf<ird and now 
ov.'invl by his descendant, Mrs. H. & B. 
Stafford, li.is never come into p'lyeical 
contact with the belli rom Indei^ndence 
Hall whioh proclaimed Ubsrty to aU the 
world. 

It was at the (Julumbian liberty bell 
exondsis iu the Delaware state building 
that the idea of laying the faded old 
emblem of liberty on Philnd.dplu.i's his- 
toric treasure originated. National 
Couunissioner W(MKlside of the Key- 
stone .Uato made the suggestion and it 
was (luickh- a.-ipiiesced in. A iiroci«- 
i'iv.n was hastily formed, the h-aders 
being ( hairmon McDowell of the lil>- 
eriy bell committ** and Mrs. Staflford 
hugging the relic of the revolution to 
her feeble form as a mothfer would press 
hfsr ch.ild to her breasi in an hour of 
d.'itiger. In tho ;>ri». sim were the 
S nsrtud Daughteis of the American 
n. voiution. members of the Columhia-i 
lib. rtv lull committee, the Hermitage 
asMK'iation of Nashville. ofiUcers and 
niemliera of the National Martha Wash- 
ington association and the Socie^ of 
Human Freedom, whose emblem float- 
ed tioni the platform of administration 

plaza in the morning. 

The great silk flag made by women 
throughout the laud and presented to 
the board of lady uianagera was borire 
aloft in the procession from the Dele- 
ware to the Pennsylvania building, 
w)e rc an immense crowd of people had 
p iiii' d in ,'ill day to pay homage to tho 
lit corute.i b; 11. It wa3 a patriotic pil- 
grijua;fe which everybody enjoyed, and 
th ,' iw o Philadelphia policemen in charge 
oi: the bell were the proudest Aim ricuiis 
on tho grounds. Commissioner Wood 
side and Mr. McDowell addressed ' e 
paopl«: •'America" and "Columbia, . ..e 
Cirem of the Ocenn."were sung by (iie 
u.ssembly, and one of "the bell's guard 
diaes taking the Paul .Tones Hag ten 
derly from the haud^ of Mrs. Stafford 
inside the railing spread its fold over 
the 'i.^ ll while the people ajpplauded. 

The exercises at the Delaware build- 
ing had not been sutliciently announced 
to bring a full house. Chairman Mc- 
Diiw il of the bell committee presided. 
Captain Wyman. executive commis- 
sioner for Rhode Island, spoke in a pa- 
triotic vein, and Miss Pearl Wagner of 
Snn Diego, Cal.. recited her mother's 
hisi.nic poem, "The Liberty Bell." 
Commissioner Woodside of Pennsylva- 
nia delivered an address. 

Mrs. Frank Stewart Osborn of Chi- 
cago read Howard Hawthorne Magee's 
poem, "The New Liberty Bell." It was 
well received. 

Miss Marv Desha of Kentucky, vice 
presiddut of the Daughters of the Rev- 
olution; Mrs. Gtirdou uf GhMfghi immI 
other women spoke briefly.

Di;nvkk, Colo., July .I —The sib-er 
mine-i of the stat^ are practically closed 
and the men wiio have busied them- 
selves driving tunnels and sinking 
shafts and drifting through great ore 
bodies under ground find their occupa- 
tions gone. Men who never before 
knew an idle moment are now walking 
the streets in the mining camps of the 
state. Of the aib mines employing 
men sll are closed. They have operated 
for nearly a year at loss, expecting dai- 
ly that the white metal would be rec- 
ognized as a mooaj aietal and the pvloa 
go up. 

Some of the mines are still ptunMag 
water at soormotu ezpepis, tuitfl i| u 
seen what eongnss trill do. for Itwoold 
be expensive tofhemtOWttllMV flU with 
water. The depression has affeetad sll 
lines of business in the state, in Den- 
ver forces of stores have been reduced 
and in many instances wages have been 
cut. but they will be immediately re- 
stored when the price of silver goes up. 
Of course the big goldmines of the state 
are still working and many will con- 
tinue, but there is no disgtiising the 
fa<-': that the closing of the siher mines 
will cut off the gout tapply for many of 
them carry g.^ld.

BULLETS IN A CO URTROOM. 

Aa Arkansas Hniband Shoots the Hayet 

or Hi* Wiftt. 

Tr.XAnK.\NA, Ark., July 5.--While 
the e.Naminiiig trial of R. E. Lee, for 
the killing of Mrs. Jessie Hale, which 
occurred in this city, was in progress 
before Justice Edwards. Hale, the hus- 
band of the deceased woman, entered 
the courtroom with two little daugh- 
ters, and. advancing to where Lee was 
sitting in th« prisoner's dock, seating 
his children, and, drawing a revolver, 
oix neJ fire tui the slayer of his wife. 

Hale fired five times, tbe second short 
striking Lee in the thigh and making a 
dangerous wound. Lee owes bis life to 
a large stove, behind which be took ref< 
ugo. The scene in the courtroom was 
a wild one, judge, lawyers and witness- 
es taking refuge from the flying bul- 
lets. .Hale was placed under arrest, 
and Lee's trial pcwtponed to await the 
restilt of his injuries. 

FINALLY SUCCEEDED.

Ti'.i .NK .N. .Tuly ,-).— E.lward Ott, 50 
years old, a wiredrawer, succeeded in 
committing suicide after having made 
seven difterent attempts. Six weeks 
ago. while iu tbe state prison for wife- 
beating, he attempted suicide by leap- 
ing from one of the upper corridors to 
the stone floor below. He broke both 
of his legs and lacerated his faoe in a 
horrible manner, necessitating the am- 
putation of one foot. 

A few days ago he was removed from 
the hospital to nis home, not being en- 
tirely cured. Early yesterday morniug 
he went to the cellar, threw a piece of 
wire over a beam, and twisted a noose 
about his neck. He th«-n jumped from 
t!u> grindstone I on wbich he had been 
standing aud very uea;:ly severed his 
head from his boily. 

FOURTH OF JULY ACCIDENT.

A.N-.v Aruur, Mich., July 5.— At fire 
department headquarters about mid- 
night a cannon burst and seriously in- 
jured four firemen. They had been 
celebrating and were loading the can- 
non preparatory to tiring the last cliargo. 
Fred Kapp was holding the cannon on 
his legs aud Charles Carroll was ram- 
ming tiie charge home. 

The cannon was hot and exploded pre- 
maturely. Tbe butt was blown through 
Kapp's right log. cutting it ott' nearly to 
the thigh so that it hung only by a 
shred of flesh. Carroll had both hands 
blown ott. tlenry McLaren and Will- 
Rettich. who were standing near, were 
struck by jiieces of the cannon M>d 
verely, but not fatally, injured.

"During the past year they hav. l^-en 
raising among themselves bv an ass vss- 
nient upon em-h disciple of the belief 
the sum of .'il,00(»,0(X) which they have 
now raised ostensibly f.>r the purp ose 
completing their teniide and th >ir 
buildings upon which they have already 
expended !$.S,000,000, but which is de- 
signed for the purpose of buying a ma- 
jority in the next house ot congress 60 
secure th -ir fi'ied rights to their present 
location by ; . curing tbe vested jiower 
of statehood. With this they would he 
beyond r acl; of interrujition aud oppo- 
sition in tbe future. Tlieir agents are 
even now at work in V/asiiington and 
have been for months, and the money 
is at their disposal to nse with an- 
scrupulous fveadom. 

"The scheme has been long contem- 
plated and they have great hopes of its 
success as it has been carried on with 
great secrecy. The mass of t'ae poople 
who contributed the money have been 
kept in ignorance of its object in ordst 
that all danger ot the secret being («- 
vealed might be removed. My informa- 
tion is obtained from the most indispu- 
table sources, and the people should bs 
warned of the daring purix>ses of these 
geoji^a that their ends may be fmstrar

The Cincinnati Enquirer has taken 
the lead in exposing the fakes and fratids 
at the World's Fair. Its Chicago corre- 
Hpoiident say.'< some of the shows to be 
seen in the Midway Plainance would not 
be permit U>d .to nave even their signs 
out— not to mention tbe nastv perfor- 
mances themselves — in a city like Cin- 
cinnati. If that's true they must be 
"tough." 

"Thousands of innocent visitors and 
unsophisticated strangers have fallen 
victims to many of the Midway fakes," 
says the correspondent He adda: "As 
long as there are no ladiea among the 
party thus imposed upon such a visit may 
do no harm, bat the writer has actually 
seen reapectabte and reiincil parties of 
ladies persuaded to enter some of the 
disgraceful Midway exhibitions. Blush- 
ing with shame they turned their backs 
to the nasty performances which were 
going on in'sicle and left the establish- 
ments disgusted with the indecent and 
stiKK'e.'^tive exhibitions wltich members 
of their own s(!x were making of tliem- 
selves." 

In describing the many "fakes" and 
dis^'iisting exhibitions in'tlia Plaiianoa, 
the forrespoiident savs: 

"When entering thn Midway tlie at- 
tention of tbo si>{bt-seer is at lirst drawn 
to the International djcss and eostnine 
exhibit. Here art' between forty and 
tifty tyjiical representatives of difl'erent 
national it I's, races and • typen dail in 
tlieir native costumes. All of them are 
women. They are said to be imported 
from the different countries, especially 
from the Orient ; but as a matter of fact 
half of the girls were bom ami raised in 
Chicago, while the other of tbe inmates 
are imported French women who aeem 
to like the business. 

"Opposite this is located the Irish Vil- 
lage and Blarney Csstle. Ireland is well 
represented, but as usual, some Irish 
falce moat be within its walls to attract 
the "auld Pat and Maggie" who pass by 
in large numbers, barney Caatie. of 
course, has a "blarney atone" and at 
that the "only original Iriah blarney 
stone, cs])ecifllly brought over from Ire- 
land." Un top of the castle it is located, 
about 12 by 10. A true Iristi lad is sitting 
near, ^thering dimes from every one 
who wishes to KISS this wonderful stone. 
IItin<lrcds and Imndred.s ".\tdd Lang 
!^yne" peojilekiss the .stone, and the boy 
gets more silver dimea than he can aafely 
carry.

utone reads as follows: 

"T\\iu is tbe Htone that w lioi ver kisses

\t Cairo, in Egypt, it is admilti-il liy 
every travoiff, people all but rob you of 
everything yon have, but in this Midway-

yotirHelf fur'tnnatc. In the iiiirrow stivets 
"tbe tlirty little Nubians and Arabs con- 
tin\nilly an* crowdiiij.' tip to you. askin;.' 
for "Hakish, llaki.sh." while the caniel 
Iriveis and dcjnkcy-kcepers mak*- one 
K'lifve that Hedlam itself had been let 
oose. They drive their animals at such 
a rat»' through the streets that even a 
Cincinnati copper would find it impos- 
Hildc to put a atop to their mad career. 
Hcsides these numerous street fakirs, one 
tinds himself confronted at every little 
.shop by some never-to-l)e-seen<again side- 
how. On entering, which costs^S cents, 
one would gladly give another 25 in 
order to get out as fast as poaaible. 
"Laat. nut not least, among the Cairo 
attnurtlona" la the Egyptian theater. 
Here no acting aa we see it, even in the 
lowest of American atage life, is going on, 
bnt in thia place we have a true represen- 
tation of the.characteristit! Oriental love 
for aenaual aaggeations. In this theater 
about ten Egyptian girls do not hesitate 
to crowd the limit ot public endurance. 
"The feature of the theater is tbe Ori- 
ntal " dance," if we may apply that 
word to this e.\bibition. With the idea 
of dance we instinctu ely associate that 
of grace, that of youth and that of beauty, 
lint hero one tinds himself xiewiu^' a 
dance " in wliicb there is no iMovenieiit 
of the limbs and the feet are not lifted fiom 
the.llaor. Hut it is tbe "dance de ventre." 
which exphiiiis tins icature ; tbe move- 
ment of the lower limbs is not re(|uired ; 
if Iliey WMiild he moved the dance wotiM 
be destroyed; besiiles, tbe dance is not 
lanced for the pleasure of the dancer or 
its an expression of hajipiness or for its 
i^race, bnt simply lor exciting the senses 
of the beholder. The girls do their nasty 
performances because' they don't know 
l)etter. Thev have been used to these 
movements from their cliildhood up. 

" The dance is nothing but a nervous 
contortion of the abdominal muscles, 
continual contraction and expansion, up 
and down, to ana fro, and this mono^ 
onous and at tlie aama time indecent ex- 
hihititjoi is going on from morning early 
till night late. Tlie dancers, after thev 
get through with their i)art, retire to a 
cigarette and bottle of beer and a rest 
nntil it is time to do their turn again in 
the list of the ten girls who disport them- 
selves upon the stage of the theater In 
the streets of Cairo. No restiiiint, or aji- 
))earance of restraint at least, is enforced 
in this theater or in the I'ersiun Palace. 
For instance, in the other many dancing 
theaters no attempt is made to su;;;;e8t 
the nakedness (d the dancing jiirls about 
tbe hi|>s as is done in the sticet.i of ( 'airo. 

" Th»! girls in Cairo are Mpi.ai vuf ly ntide 
to tbe waist, and it taki's < l..s(. ui/sorva- 
tiori oil tbe iKtrt of tlie •^in i rnlor to Ik.'- 



cotne convinced that titey are really not 
exposed, at least techically, for there isa 
pink spider-web over tliem. 

"There is no restraint, and a dance 
goes on that was not allowetl by tbe otli- 
cials of the Paris Exposition, and goes 
beyoml the limits of the same dance and 
dancers in the real streets of Cairo. 

' Kastward from the Ferris Wheel 
stands the Persian Theater, a monument 
to the ^'od Hacclius and tbe goddess Isis. 
The theater of Cairo was bad, out the Per- 
sian Theater is worse. It ia nasty, dis- 
gusting — in a word, it is a disgrace to the 
Columbian £xp«>sition. Words cannot de- 
scribe tha indecent and immoral actions 
of the inmatsa. 

"The movementa and actions of the girl 
dancers are shameful, to say the leist. 

There are but one or two Persian women 
in this temple, tha reat are inii>orted 
French girls. The management is French 
and its guilty conscience would not admit 
newspaper man, one of the gata-kaapera 
priding henalf that over fifteen well* 
known nawapapar men had baenrefuaed 
admittance that evening. The reason ia 
obvious, and, being afraid of public ex- 
posure through the columns of the press, 
they decided to bar all reporters and presa 
people. The evening on which The En- 
quirer visited the establishment hepaas- 
ed incognito and taking a good position, 
he found the place filled with about 100 
men, \vh()se language bet rayed their char- 
acter. Tobacco and wine fumes filleil 
the small apartment, while tbe platform 
was occni>ied by about five \-oimg French 
girls, who were tiixler directions of a big 
Persian "madaine." 

"Tbe iiiovements were 'a la danae de 
venire,' only more disgusting. Over these 
the ( rowd went w ild, as some of the men 
were more drunk than sober. Tbe spec- 
tacle w as one w hich perbin)s mav go with 
impunity in Persia or a Turkish liarem, 
but should not be allowed in a Christian 
country, and never in the Unitad Stataa."

Tha scenes uruhI at the pit month in 
the case of iniuinK aix'i(lent4s are being 
repeated in Thornhill, and considerable 
trouble is experienced in keeping those 
having relatives or friends in the mines 
from interlerlng with tb* work of fho 
rescners. 

The day shift went to work as osnal 
early in the morning. The ventilation 
was reported to Iw good. All went well 
until noon, when the workers at the pit 
month werf> startknl by a mnfiSed ex 
plosion and by clouds of dense smoke 
rolling up the main shaft. They tried 
to communicate with tlie workiug8, bat 
foond that the interior had been oot off 
from the shaft 

The pit managers organized an ex 
ploring party and descended slowly 
through the nooke. They Were driten 
back repeatedly and eventually gave up 
their, purpose of penetratijig to the 
working before the fonl gas should be 
cleared away, After taking np the 
bodies found at the bottom of the shaft 
the rescue party waited for several 
hours before making another descent. 
They then went down again. 

The gas had cleared off near the shaft 
and they were able to examine part of 
the working. The bodies lay in heaps. 
■ Many were brought to the snrface. 
Unremitting efforts are being made to 
rench the few miners who niav still be 
alive. About 110 are supposed to have 
been killed. 

The dead body of the under manager, 
badly tamed, was found in the suae 
near the shaft. 

The cause of tlu explosion has not 
been ascertained. There is no indica- 
tion tnat the explosion was exception- 
ally violent, but the flames spread 
through the main airways with extrapr 
dinary rapidity, and produced an enor' 
moos amount of afterdamp. With a 
Tlew to shifting the fire, some of the 
passages were blocked with wood and 
aand. The old, nnused, seam in which 
the fire appeared will be flooded. 

There were terrible scenes of grief at 
the pit's mouth when the messenger an- 
nounced that more than 100 miners 
were lost. One woman fell dead when 
^e learned that her husband had been 
killed. The lord mayor may devote to
